In response to the Office Action dated June 30, 2003, Applicants elect, with traverse, 
Group I, Claims 1-7, 10 and 11, drawn to an isolated polynucleotide, vector, and host cell. 



REMARKS 

Group I: Claims 1-7, 10 and 11, drawn to an isolated polynucleotide, vector and 
host cell; 

Group II: Claims 8 and 9, drawn to a coryneform bacterium in which a ccpAl 
gene is attenuated; 

Group III: Claims 12-23, drawn to a process for producing L- amino acids; and 

Group IV: Claims 24 and 25, drawn to a process for identifying RNA, cDNA and 
DNA using hybridization probes. 

Restriction is only proper if the claims of the restricted groups are either independent 

or patentably distinct. The burden of proof is on the Office to provide reasons and/or 

examples to support any conclusion with regard to patentable distinctness. MPEP §803.
